Elba mayor hosts ‘State of the City’ ee to give project updates

Elba Mayor 
Murdock hosted what some 
have described as a ‘State 
of the City’ meeting last 
Thursday evening, March 
7th. Over 75 citizens were 
in attendance. 

Billing it as ‘Facing the 
Future - Together’, 
Murdock opened by 
expressing his appreciation 
for the support he continues 
to receive as mayor and 
discussed the things he 
hopes to get done in the 
next two years. He related 
that at a meeting two years 
ago of Design Alabama 
five other mayors attending 
all expressed the same 
problem - the need to revi- 
talize their downtown 
areas, 

Murdock said the city 
has received $9 million in 
grants and is actively work- 
ing for a $5 million grant 
for upgrade of the infra- 
structure within the City of 
Elba. 

Others who addressed 
the assembled group with 
news of ongoing projects 
included Scott Trott with

Recreation Director Greg 
Hanchey with a progress 
report on the improvements 
at Hawkins-Williams Park. 

Trott said the aging and 
damaged sewer system has 
reached a point of requiring 
major upgrades. He 
explained that the age of 
the system and the continu- 
ing tightening of environ- 
mental rules require a 
major investment. 

The system must release 
waste water into the rivers 
after removing at least 85% 
of the foreign materials. 
The requirement becomes 
harder in Elba because of 
the massive leaks in the 
sewer drains which allow 
rain water to seep into the 


system. 

Trott said he expects con- 
struction to start on the 
sewer upgrades in 
November of 2019 and be 
completed in 2020. 


DeAnn Grantham, of 
Southern Engineers, has 
been managing the 
Downtown upgrade proj- 
ect. Thus far a grant of 


CDG Engineers with an $450,000 has __ been 
update on the sewer system approved for this work. 
improvements; DeAnn Grantham estimates 
Grantham of Southern work will begin in earnest 
During regular monthly meeting 


in July or August of this 
year. It will be coupled with 
some local matching funds 
and a huge contribution for 
work on the old theater 
from Restoration 154. 

Recreation Director Greg 
Hanchey updated the group 
on the renovations at 
Hawkins Williams Park. 
This $320,000 project is 
being done with a 50-50 
grant from the National 
Park Service. 

Hanchey said work on 
the playground at the ball 
park should begin in June 
or July after the youth base- 
ball/softball seasons are 
completed for 2019. 

Hanchey also introduced 
the group to Pickle Ball and 
promised that courts for 
this fast-rising game will 
hopefully be constructed 
after this other work is 
completed. 

Murdock closed the 
meeting with a wish list of 
things needed for Elba to 
continue progress. This 
included attractive housing 
construction, for rent and 
for sale, adoption of rental 
housing standards, revised 
subdivision regulations, 
developing the Industrial 
Park and other perks that 
will draw people to the 
community.

The Coffee County 
Board of Education held its 
regular monthly meeting 
Thursday, March 7, and 
several personnel matters 
were handled by board 
members during the meet- 
ing. 

Board members noted 
the schools are losing lots 
of years of experience with 
upcoming retirements that 
were approved during the 
meeting. Three longtime 
employees submitted 
retirement letters for con- 
sideration. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth recommend- 
ed approval and board 
members voted to accept 
the retirements of Cara 
Hussey, guidance counselor 
at Zion Chapel; Julie 
Jackson, English teacher at 
Zion Chapel; and Sandra 
Skinner, P.E. teacher at 
Zion Chapel. Each will 
retire at the end of her cur- 
rent contract, according to 
the superintendent. 

Two resignations also 


were recommended by 
Killingsworth and 
approved by the board. 
Stephanie Clafford, science 
teacher at New Brockton 
High School, will fulfill her 
current contract before 
resigning her spot. Brad 
Barton, math teacher and 
assistant football coach at 
New Brockton High 
School, resigned effective 
March 4th. 

Scott Crosby, agriscience 
teacher at Kinston, was 
approved for catastrophic 
leave from Feb. 4th until 
June 3rd. 

A long-anticipated hire 
for Kinston School came 
when board members 
approved Killingsworth’s 
recommendation of Rudy 
Free to be the new head 
varsity football coach and a 
teacher at that school. 

As for classified person- 
nel, the board approved the 
hire of Regena Adams as 
the cafeteria manager for 
New Brockton Elementary 
School, beginning March 
11th. 

During a work session 


prior to last Thursday 
evening’s meeting, a pres- 
entation from the trans- 
portation director for the 
school system spelled out a 
need for vehicles to be pur- 
chased for the school sys- 
tem. 

Two full size sedan vehi- 
cles (1997 and 1998 mod- 
els) have been used for 
many years as Driver’s 
Education vehicles for the 
school system. 
Killingsworth said the cost 
to repair the vehicles is no 
longer cost effective, and it 
would be best to replace 
those worn-out vehicles. 
He also noted that 
increased enrollment in the 
schools had increased the 
need for more Driver’s Ed 
classes over the summer 
months, which means the 
need of an additional vehi- 
cle as well. 

After looking at propos- 
als on the most cost-effec- 
tive way to purchase the 
vehicles, Killingsworth

Donation scams following the tornado disaster are out 
there. A con artist doesn’t care who is hurting, etc., if 
there is a chance to make a fast buck without working for 
it. The Lee County DA warns that this disaster is no 
exception as the con artists are using every trick they 
know to get into the pocketbook of goodhearted folks. 
Don’t let it be yours by knowing exactly where your 
donations are going. 


There is lots of praise for the volunteer support the Lee 
County folks are getting following last week’s deadly 
tornado. Some of those praising the magnitude of the 
support seem surprised but we are not a bit surprised. 
Elba has seen its share of disasters and the help and sup- 
port comes out of the woodworks — every time. Of course 
the South is a giving section of the country but our expe- 
rience is that the entire country has a giving heart fol- 
lowing a disaster. It would be even sweeter if there was 
some way to turn the con artists mentioned above to 
channel their energy into positive efforts FOR these vic- 
tims. 


There is a plan being batted around Washington that 
would allow the Social Security Administration to issue 
early years ‘time out’ for family members to not work 
and draw (or borrow) a SS check with a promise to work 
extra years on the end to make up for it. Of course health 
issues, being laid off and not able to get a job, etc., could 
cancel that promise. The SS program is already in danger 
of running out of money and adding another way to draw 
money from the system will only endanger the integrity 
of the trust fund for everyone. Hopefully this idea will 
wither away before it becomes another drain on society. 


The Alabama gasoline tax being handled in this special 
legislative session appears to be on the fast track for pas- 
sage.

York. He soon moved south 
to North Carolina where he 


married Ruth Leona 
Gibson. He eventually 
moved to Atlanta then 
Kansas and then was 
offered a position in 
Andalusia. 


In the 1920s, J. G. Scherf 
founded AlaTex Textile 
Mill; a_ thirty-five-acre 
complex on River Falls 
Street. In its heyday the 
company produced millions 
of Arrow men’s dress shirts, 
private label shirts for 
department stores and other 
apparel; generations raised 
families, sent children to 
college and built a commu- 
nity by working at AlaTex. 
Today it houses the

He is the longest serving 
mayor in Andalusia history; 
serving 4 terms. Under his 
administration a city library 
was founded and street- 
lights were installed. 

In 1935 he had his home, 
Springdale Estates, built. It 
has 5,630 square feet, five 
bedrooms and five baths. It 
is heated and cooled by its 
original geothermal system. 
The estate is bordered by an 
iron fence. During World 
War II the fence materials 
were donated to the mili- 
tary. After the war the fence 
was rebuilt. 

After the program 
Chaplain Crowe, assisted 
by Richter and Evans, held 
a Memorial Service for two 
members of the District 
who passed away since the 
February 2018 District 
meeting. Faye Stockman 
Grantham of the Rucker 
Chapter and Collier Grider 
of the Andalusia Chapter 
were remembered. 

General William C. 
Oates 1342 of Dothan was 
again presented with the 
Caroline Dent McDowell 
Memorial Gavel for the 
greatest attendance on a 
percentage basis; 36% of 
their members were in 
attendance.

This 
year the project is the 
replacement of markers in 
the Alabama section at the 
McGavock Cemetery in 
Franklin, Tennessee. The 
McGavock home served as 
a hospital during the Battle 
of Franklin. After the battle 
Mrs. Carrie McGavock 
searched for and interred as 
many Confederate soldiers 
in an area of her property 
dedicated to the 
Confederate soldiers who 
lost their lives in the battle. 
$210.03 was collected by 
those in attendance. 

After the adjournment, a 
delicious meal of barbecue, 
loaded potato salad, baked 
beans, coleslaw and a large 
array of desserts were 
served and enjoyed by all. 
The ladies were allowed to 
tour the house and enjoyed 
the fellowship with friends.
